Gendarmes Helpless; Victims 
Shot and Stabbed at 
Feldkirchen. 


Vienna, March 25 (A.P.).—Seven hun- 
dred adherents of the Socialist Defense 
League and the bourgeois home defense 
force fought for three hours at Feld- 
kirchen, Carinthia, Friday night. Gen- 
darmes were powerless to stop the riot 
which ended only when regular troops 
intervened. 

Ten men were seriously wounded by 
bullets and many others were stabbed. 
Altogether 23 of the combatants were 
gent to hospitals in serious conditions 

Apart from these casualties, the 
largest flail in the town was entirely 
wrecked and the nose of the mayor of 
Feldkirchen was broken. 

Authorities fear that the battle may 
be resumed at the first favorable op- 
portunity, but they are taking steps to 
keep the two factions apart and to 
prevent reinforcements for either side 
from going to Feldkirchen. News re- 
ports of the fight were suppressed until 
today. 


The conservative newspapers express | 


the hope that the collision will not 
lead to civil war. Blame for the san- 


guinary encounter is attributed by the | 


papers to the home defense force which 
they say, invaded a Socialist meeting 
and tried to expel out-of-town speakers 

The Socialists resisted this attempt 
and the home defense forces resorted 
to violence. They extinguished the 
lights in the hall and the fighting im- 
mediately was transferred to the streets 

Both sides summoned reinforcements 
by telephone and the riot grew in 
volume as the additional] factionists 
arrived at the scene. 

Then the gendarmes tried to stop the 
fracas. 

Three hours after the start of the 
affair the regulars arrived and scattered 
the rioters.

Any Hope of Republicans

Jackson, Miss.. March 25.—After a 
visit with Gov. Bilbo, talks with mem- 
bers of the legislature and a general 
survey of Democratic sentiment here, f 
find that this State expects to send a 
delegation to Houston which will be 
anti-Smith, anti-Reed, anti-wet, anti- 
moist and “theoretically dry.” The gov- 
ernor believes that the delegation will 
be uninstructed as to particular cane 
cidates, but may be instructed to vote 
against any “wet” candidate. 

Bilbo himself is personally, as well as 
pelitically, dry. He caused some of the 
Antisaloon League leaders a little con- 
cern a few months ago, however, by ine 
ciuding a Biblical quotation in a state- 
ment to a New York newspaper to the 
effect that a litle wine, is good for the 
stomach. 

The governor told me yesterday that 
he put that quotation in simply by way 
of jest. He hopes to see the State go 
on record at Houston for the dry cause, 
though, like other leaders here, he 
frankly admits that  anti-Volstead 
fluids flow rather freely in these parts. 

It is for this reason that the State 
is referred to as theoretically dry. 
There is anti-Smith sentiment among 
the politital leaders and among the 
rank and file. 

Some Support for Smith. 

There is support for Smith around 
Vicksburg and in the Southern part of 
the State. Some of the party leaders 
here are anticipating Smith’s nomina- 
tion, and say that Mississipp! will ac- 
cept the verdict, but must not be in 
the position of having actively taken 
the lead in bringing it about. 

There is an element of caution 
among the legislators against anything 
which might embarrass as good Demo- 
crats ‘n the event of Smith’s becoming 
the nominee, and none takes seriously 
the idea that the State might go Re- 
publican under any circumstances, 
For example, some time ago the news- 
paper men here attempted to persuade

An attempt to solidify anti-Smith 
sentiment will be made tomorrow when

known W.C. T. U. speaker. 

Mrs. Armor, in her speeches in the 
South has said that the nomination of 
Smith would break up the Democratic 
party in the Southern States. 


Senator Reed Handicapped. 


The House has invited Senator James 
A. Reed, of Missouri, to, address the 
.egislature, but the Senate has not yet 
acted on the proposition. Those who 
are against Smith also are against Reed. 
Besides the memory of Woodrow Wilson 
‘s sacred here, and is generally shared 
bv the rank and file who applauded 
Wilson's picture to the echo whenever 
it ls shown on the screen. 

This constitutes an additional politi- 
cal handicap for Senator Reed, so far 
as the people of Mississippi are con- 
cerned. 

The date for the Democratic State 
convention has not yet been set be- 
cause the iegislature is in a jam over 
Gov.

Tariff Board Takes Up Issue 


With View to Protecting 
British Gonsumers. 


MAY FIX PORT PRICES 


Delhi, India, March 25 (A.P.).—When 
the Standard Oil Co. of New York re- 
cently purchased Soviet oil which the 
Dutch producers’ group claimed right- 
fully belonged to them, it started an 
oil war in India which now has reached. 
the government tariff board. It was 
aruounced today that an immediate 
inquiry will be made by the board with 
a view to protecting Indian petroleum. 
against the results of the price war 
between the American and Dutch in- 
terests. 

Imported petroleum has been dumped 
into India at prices below world parity. 
The official announcement says that 
decision to make the inquiry was based 
on representations from a number of 
other compa 4. affected by the tactics 
of the big producers. The government 
dues not desire by its protection policy 
to lay a heavy burden on the consumer 
and thus needlessly increase the prof- 
ius Of the principal producers. But it 
believes that measures can be devised 
whereby substantial relief can be given 
the lesser concerns while at the same 
time a disproportionate share of the 
higher price charged to consumers will 
be prevented from falling into the hands 
of the stronger outfits. 

The tariff board first will determine 
what price for kerosene should be taken 
as the equivalent of world parity at 
Indian ports. It also will report 
whether protection against dumping is 
in the national interest and, if so, what 
form that protection should take. 

A still further inquiry by the board 
will seek to determine whether it is 
likely that the present price war will 
extend to gasoline, and, if s0, what 
measures should be taken to stop that 
development.

WAS STUCK IN GROUND 
BY GRAVE OF WARRIOR 


Many Arrowheads and Deli- 
cate Green Granite 
Spade Found. 


Carters, Ga., March 25 (A.P.).—Traces 
of Hernando de “Soto's” expedition 
through North Georgia were believed 
discovered near here yesterday when 
hilt, guard and part of a blade of an 
iron sword was unearthed in an In- 
dian mound by Dr. Warren K. Moore- 
head, head of the department of arche- 
Moe. of Phillips Academy, Andover, 


The part of the sword was found 
amid a score of skeletons and ceremo- 
nial relics which, Dr. Moorehead de- 
clared, were of precolumbian age, which 
he considered most significant. 

The sword was found beside the 
skeleton of a,warrior stuck straight 
up in the ground, where it was placed 
after the brave had been puried. This 
relic of the white man's invasion of 
north Georgia measured about 6 inches 
and was made from iron, a strong indi- 
cation that it came from de Soto's 
band.

In addition to the sword, many “wat 
points,” fine arrowheads -used in bat- 
tle, were found at the right hand of 
the warrior, who was buried alone. At 
the feet lay a spade of delicate green 
granite, perforated and highly polished,

Appealing to 
the imagination, yet as contrasting as 


the poles, they nevertheless today are 
experiencing the same political night- 
mares. And while they are together 
now in the public mind, it is easily 
possible that the elimination of Smith 
might make for the selection of Hoover. 
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becauses it would remove the Eastern 
threat to the Republican. This pos- 
sibility does not diminish the many 
things they have in common. 

A flock of other candidates are bark- 
ing at the heels of both, snapping, com- 
bining and threatening in many ways.

“We interpreted this to mean 
they irmtended to kill the soldier. But 
while the robbers were searching us 
he begged a suit of overalls from the 
chauffeur, doffed his uniform and 
appeared in the guise of a workman 
by the time the searchers reached him. 
“The man who was taken to be an 
American was traveling with his wife 
and child in a.private machine and 
was stopped right after us. The robbers 
took his money, but did not molest his 
wife, even when she fainted and 
dropped rings and jewelry from her 
mouth The man pleaded with the 
leader that*he needed some money, so 
the chief gave him back $75. 
“Machine after machine was stopped 
until there were 209 of us lined up 
on the highway. Then a government 
pay car arrived and a fight ensued be- 
twen the highwaymen ‘and the guards 
on that machine. A few of the robbers 
guarded us, while the others fought 
the pay car guards Meanwhile, still 
other members of the band cut the tel- 
ephone wires. Then the whole outfit 
suddenly retreated and we had a 
chance to lower our weary arms.”

Bilbo’s friends to have the delegation 
instructed to vote against any “wet” 
candidate. 

There is something individuallstic 
and independent about many of the 
political leaders, and this rather mili- 
tates against the idea of taking advance 
orders. There is, therefore, much sup- 
port for the idea that the delegation 
should go uninstructed, and then rely 
upon its own wisdom when develop- 
ments begin to unfold at Houston. 

Also it. is pointed out that instruc- 
tions to vote against a wet would raise 
the question of What is a wet? The 
Antisaloon League regards those who 
are opposed to the Volstead act as 
clearly coming within the accepted defi- 
nition of wet. But Woodrow Wilson, 
the idol of the Democracy in this State, 
opposed the Volstead act and vetoed 
it, so that admittedly raised another 
complication. 


Much Hoover Sentiment. 


There is much Hoover sentiment here 
among the Democrats, due largely to 
Hoover flood relief work in the State. 
It is surprising to hear so many Demo- 
crats say they are genuinely enthusias- 
tie admirers of Hoover, but add that 
neither Hoover nor any other Republi- 
ean would have the slightest chance of 
carrying the State in November. 

Hoover himself is quoted as having 
‘said when he was here last fall that 
even if he brought the whole United 
States Treasury to Mississippi and 
turned it over to the State, the people 
still would vote the Democratic ticket. 

Democrats who vote the Republican

| chised for a considerable period, so far 
‘ae their own future Democratic votes 
are concerned.

this idea seems to be unthinkable to 
the average southern Democrat.

Points Out Methods by Which 
the President Can Let 
Down Barriers. 


URGES DRY MOBILIZATION 


Pittsburgh, March 25 (A.P.).—Pro- 
hibition sentiment must be mobilized 
effectively so that “enlightened public 
will place in positions of authority, 
from President to mayor, only men 
who will stand by the Constitution and 
the necessary laws for its enforcement,” 
Dr. Scott McBride, general superintend- 
ent of the Antisaloon League,’ declared 
in an address at the Emory Methodist 
Episcopal Church here today. 

“The wets want a brother wet in the 
White House,” McBride said, “because 
the next President probably will ap- 
point a majority of the members of the 
Supreme Court who pass upon the con- 
stitutionality of all prohibition legis- 
lation. He also chooses the Secretary 
of the Treasury, who with subordinate 
officers, is responsible for enforcement 
of prohibition; he names the Attorney 
General, who has charge of prosecution 
of the liquor criminals; he picks the 
Secretary of State who must settle the 
international problems involved in 
liquor smuggling. Federal judges and 
the whole army of other federal offi- 
cials depend upon the President for 
appointment. 

“Once allow the liquor element to 
gain control of the White House and 
the damage they could do to the en- 
forcement of prohibition would be irre- 
parable,”. the Antisaloon superintend- 
ent asserted. 

“Half the people of these United 
States are 25 years of age or under,” 
McBride continued. “Many of these 
have mever known what the old-time 
liquor traffic meant. We must inform 
them concerning the perils inherent in 
that traffic.”’ 


Deloes to Keep Danzig Post. 


Warsaw, Poland, March 25 (A.P.).— 
The Swiss Col. Deloes, who has been 
president of the port commission at 
the free city of Danzig, will continue 
at his .post another three years, to 
April 24, 1931, by an agreement be- 
tween the Polish government and the 
Danzig senate, which was announced 
today. 


WITH “SPORT” HERRMANN 


Chicago Official Is Suffering 
From Dementia Paradox, 
Old Ally Says. 


WILL NOT BACK SMALL 


Chicago, March 25 (A.P.).—The de- 
vious paths of politicians have brought 


Mayor William Hale Thompson and U. 
J. “Sport”. Herrmann to the cross-roads 
of their friendship less than six months 
after “Sport’’ headed the mayor’s com- 
mittee to purge the Chicago Library of 
pro-British books. 

The political break of ‘he two former 
allies was revealed today when Mr. 
Herrmann, sportsman and theater own- 
er, made known he would hoist a ban- 
ner for Louis L. Emmerson as his choice 
for governor, despite Thompson's re- 
newed alliance with Gov. Len Small 
who is seeking renomination against 
Emmerson, 

Herrmann, who first gained promi- 
nence in the mayor's recent anti-Brit- 
ish crusade when he announced he 
would make a bonfire on the lake front 
and thus destroy the pro-British read- 
ing he might find lurking in the library 
shelves, said he could not fathom the 
mayor's reasoning in supporting Small 
and that he would unfurl a banner for 
Enimerson even if Thompson should 
deny him a permit to string it up in 
front of his Loop Theater. 

“T'll put up the ‘vanner, permit or 
not,” “Sport” said, “and if necessary 
I'll sit in my office and. guard it with 
a shotgun if any one tries to take it 
down.” 

Herrmann said the mayor apparently 
was suffering from “dementia paradox.” 
“I would say he is contrary,” he said. 
“I can’t figure out why he would climb 
back on the governor’s band wagon 
after the way the governor double- 
crossed him.” 

“Sport” said, however, he still was 
friendly with the mayor outside of poli- 
tics,

Arrival of Spring Brings Espe- 
cial Improvement in 
Retail Lines. 


STEEL INDUSTRY STILL 
MAINTAINS LEADERSHIP 


Auto Trade Expanding—Car 
Loadings Shrink—Improve- 
ment in Textiles. 


New York, March 25 (A.P.).—The up- 
ward trend of American business con- 
tinued gradually last week, although 
handicapped by irregularities here and 
there. The advance of spring has 
brought considerable improvement, par- 
ticularly in retail lines, and some of 
the so-called heavy industries again 
made satisfactory strides. 

The steel industry maintained its 
leadership of the entire fleld, its busi- 
ness holding up at such an extent that 
it is now certain that the first quarter 
showing this year will exceed that of 
1927 in a substantial amount. 

Buying for the accounts of railroads, 
Automobile manufacturers, and struc- 
tural concerns has been the major fac- 
tor in the forward movement of this 
branch of trade. Operations were par- 
ticularly strong in the Chicago district, 
where 95 per cent of capacity was re- 
ported. Eastern centers varied from 
80 to 85 per cent. The Western market 
reported a further marking up of 
finished steel prices, coincident with 
a good volume of orders from makers 
of oil tanks. 


Steady Demand for Motors. 


Further expansion of the motor trade 
reflected continued steady demand. A 
statement by John J. Raskob, chair- 
man of the board of General Motors 
Corporation, predicting record breaking 
earnings in the first quarter, inas- 
much as production has been running 
well ahead of last year’s first quarter, 
Was an outstanding feature. This ex- 
plained, in part, the remarkable ad- 
vance of General Motors stock in the 
New York market. 

Car loadings tended downward slight- 
ly from the preceding week, and be- 
cause of enormous coal shipments at 
this time last year, the 1928 figures 
— to fall far behind those of 
927. 

Some slight improvement was shown 
In the textile division, notably in cot- 
ton goods, where a steady demand was 
reported for current and nearby require- 
ments. Woolens and worsteds, how- 
ever, continued to move slowly. Prices 
on some fabrics for women’s wear were 
Increased moderately as quotations for 
fall lines were opened. A sharp de- 
cline was reported in Japanese silk 
prices. 

Advances in Zinc Prices. 


In nonferrous metals, further ad- 
vances in zinc prices featured the week, 
although copper was a shade lower. 
Cheerful reports from the Pacific 
Northwest created new optimism in the 
lumber trade, although some of the 
hardwood markets in the Mississippi 
Valley were rather quiet. 

The stock market continued to boil 
With activity, sales exceeding 3,000,000 
shares for 11 consecutive full days, and 
surpassing the 2,000,000 mark on two 
straight Saturdays. As a barometer of 
tne business future, however, the stock 
market is hardly reliable, the enormous 
activity and strength being influenced 
by the operations of powerful pools 
against the short interest, and the 
attraction of a flood of.“outside buy- 
ing,” as the public sought to reap 
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ther shipments of gold to South 
America, Germany and England had 
little, if any, effect on the money 
market. Time loans and commercial 
paper rates remained virtually un- 
changed throughout the week.

Big Surplus Shown 
By Philippine Bank 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Philippine National Bank has ac- 
cumulated a surplus in excess of 50 per 
cent of its capital stock, the War 
Department announced yesterday, stat- 
ing the auditor’s memorandum just re- 
ceived places the surplus at 5,058,138 
pesos. The bank also has set up the 
reserve for its circulation notes, return- 
ing to the treasurer of the islands the 
amount the Government has advanced 
for that purpose. 

It also has paid the Government 
99,414 pesos as the first payment on 
account of deposits and capital sur- 
rendered to the bank under the re- 
habilitation act. Hereafter, under the 
act, three-fourths of the net profits of 
the bank will be paid into the treasury 
of the islands to refund the amounts 
which the United States assumed in 
taking over the losses of the bank.

New York, March 25 (A.P.)—The 
curb market reflected: the bullish 
demonstrations of the stock exchange 
during the past week. 

Movements throughout the week were 
wide and the trend was upward, but 
without a definite leader. Net gains 
ranged as high as 38 points and losses 
as much as 10. 

The wireless issues, leaders in the ad- 
vence during the previous week’s record 
treaking business, moved within nar- 
row limits in Hghter trading and re- 
linquished the leadership at various 
times to the chain stores, motors and 
utilities.

Week’s Trading Is Centered 
Largely on Utilities; Rail 
Issues Are Firm. 


MONEY CONTINUES EASY 


New York, March 25 (A.P.).—The 


bond market last week’ was one of 
the most active of the year and a 
steady advance of prices carried many 
issues to the highest levels of the year 
or longer. Particular interest was man- 
ifested in public utility bonds, largely 
because of the recent expansion of 
the list of bonds in that group which 
are legal for savings bank investment 
in New York State. 

Railroad liens also followed a firm 
trend, probably influenced in part by 
the comparatively smal! volume of new 
offerings coming into the market in 
the past two weeks. Reinvestment buy- 
ing, which this year has not gathered 
the force which was evidenced in early 
1927, also was a factor in the week's 


firm trend. Many buyers have been 
disposed to hold off pending a reduc- 
tion in prices for listed mortgages, but 
the iowering of quotations had been 
extremely moderate. 

The material tightening of the 
money market, which had been widely 
predicted around th- middle of Feb- 
ruary, and even earlier, has not yet 
developed, and this fact may have in- 
fluenced some bond traders to resume 
their buying. Large shipments of gold 
have been made in 1:ecent weeks, par- 
ticularly to South America, and the 
reduction of Federa, Reserve hold- 
ings of Government securities has con- 
tinued at a moderate pace. These 
transactions, ordinarily likely to cause 
hardening of money rates, have not 
yet brought any marked advancement 
in quotations on time loans or com- 
mercial paper. 

Neither new offerings nor buying of 
listed bonds this year has so much as 
approached the record-breaking vol- 
ume of the early wetks of 1927. 
@ natural supposition, then, that there 
is a large amount of money awaiting 
the most propitious time to find em- 
ployment in bond investment. The 
current buying movement doubtless 
has resulted from the transfer of some 
of these funds from other usages to 
the bond market. No particular new 
issues have appeared on the market 
in the last two weeks with the excep- 
tion of the 830,000,000 Inland Steel 
loan, which found a ready reception in 
the ranks of dealers. Other new Issues 
have fallen well below the $20,000,000 
mark, but the total for the past week 


was close to the average for the year.|: 


The aggregate $114,000,000, compared 
with $74,000,000 in the preceding week, 
the second smallest volume of the year, 
and with $123,000,000 in the _ corre- 
sponding period of 1927. 

New loans in negotiation are not 
especially nmumerous or large. There 
are a few of formidable proportions, 
which are expected to reaclf the offer- 
ing stage in the near future, including 
some German, Czechoslavakian and 
Roumanian issues, as well as others 
from Central European points. A $35,- 
600,000 advance to the Republic of Co- 
lombia has been arranged by a New 
York banking group and offering prob- 
ably will shortly be forthcoming. 

Municipal and State bonds continued 
fairly numerous, but in the main of 
small size. An exception was the re- 
cent issue of $52,000,000 New York City 
securities, which were sold with reason- 
able promptness, considering the low

BRITAIN’S LATEST PROPOSAL, 
The British government has sent a 
note to the American, French and Japa- 
nese governments making “‘concrete pro- 
posals which Great Britain would like to 
Bee in effect before the beginning of the 
tapital ship replacement program pro- 
vided for by the Washington conven- 
tion.” The proposals are as follows: 
- 1. Reduce in size any battleships to. be 
built in the future from 35,000 tons to 
something under 30,000 tons. 
' 2, Reduce in size the guns of battle- 
ships from the present limit of 16 inches 
to 13.5 inches. 
. 3. Extend the accepted life of existing 
papital ships from 20 to 26 years. 


Having just completed two 55,000-ton | 


battleships, the Nelson and Rodney, the 
British government is perfectly willing 
that no other battleships be built above 
80,000 tons, As these new ships carry 
16-inch guns, the British government 
Suggests that other nations cut. down the 
size of their guns to 13.5 inches. And in 
order to maintain British superiority in 
battleships as long as possible, the Brit- 
ish government suggests that the ac- 
cepted life of existing ships be extended 
to 26 years. 
The fair and honest thing for Great 
Britain to do, if it wishes to reduce the 
size of battleships, is to scrap the Nelson 
and Rodney. 
What Great Britain proposes is the 
rupture of the 5-5-3 ratio agreed upon at 
Washington. Permanent superiority in 
battleships is the aim of the British pro- 
posal. | 
In 1922 the United States scrapped 
valuable modern vessels in order to come 
down to parity with Great Britain in the 
matter of battleships. It was thoroughly 
understood that this parity principle 
should apply to cruisers and other 
auxiliary vessels, although the treaty did 
not include them specifically. Immedi- 
ately after the treaty had been made 
both Great Britain and Japan began the 
construction of 10,000-ton cruisers, and 
both are now much stronger than the 
United States in that respect. 
Last summer the United States sug- 
gested that the three powers apply the 
5-5-3 ratio to auxiliary vessels, as in- 
formally agreed upon in 1922. Great 
Britain refused to make such an agree- 
ment. 
President Coolidge thereupon recom- 
mended to Congress a building program 
‘which, while it would be within the 5-5-3 
ratio, would have brought the United 
‘States Navy measurably nearer to a 
parity with the British navy. Pacifist 
and foreign propaganda then combined 
with unparalleled energy and audacity in 
an effort to defeat the American defen- 
sive program, and succeeded in reducing 
the building program from $780,000,000 
to $274,000,000. The bill naenan by the 
House provides for only fifteen cruisers 
and one airplane carrier. Provision for 
submarines, destroyer leaders, &c., was 
stricken from the bill. 
Now comes the British government 
with the proposal that new American 
battleships shall be limited ,to 30,000 
tons, while the British battleships Rod- 
ney and Nelson, of 35,000 tons each, shall 
- be exempted from the 30,000-ton limita- 
- tion for the next 26 years. 
' his proposal is the most sinister at- 
tack upon Anglo-American relations-that 
has been made since the British govern- 
4 Sent refused to apply parity to auxiliary 
a p. ships.

The pro- 
posal is an insult to American intelligence 
and unless withdrawn will stand as a bar 
against any naval agreement whatever 
with Great Britain. 
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THE RADIO BILL. 


The Senate has adopted the conference re- 
port on the radio bill, and it now goes to the 
White House for signature, In the usual 
course of affairs the President will refer it to 
the Secretary of Commerce and the Radio Com- 
mission for report before he takes final action. 
The new bill unquestionably will not meet with 
the full approval of the commission, yet in 
view of the controversy that hag raged around 
its enactment it seems to be the best that can 
be obtained. 

The new bill provides for a so-called equita- 
ble distribution of station power, limits the 
license of broadcasting stations to periods of 
three months and of commercial stations to 
one year, and provides that. the terms of mem- 
bers of the commission be limited to one year 
from March 14. At the end of the year new 
commissioners will have to be appointed and 
the commission will sit, as provided for in the 
original legislation, as an appellate and review 
body, 

There is doubt whether the compro- 
mise bill will prove workable, The equal dis- 
tribution clause will be difficult to administer, 
but Congress, actuated by the belief that a 
monopoly exists or is threatened, concluded 
that only through.a limitation of this sort can 
the interests of the public be safeguarded, De- 
bate on the measure has been heated and bit- 
ter. Both sides have made,convincing argu- 
ments and.-the public has become confused. 
This phase of radio control now has become 
history, however, and interest centers upon 
future developments. The commission, once 
the President has signed the bill, should de- 
vote its entire attention to trying to straighten 
out the radio muddle that still exists, 
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MOTH IMMUNITY, 


Confirming and yet qualifying the common 
faith in the virtue of cedar as a discourager 
of moths, the Bureau of Entomology has made 
report of extensive experiments. While its 
investigations are not concluded, it states that 
the presence of red cedar does not itself insure 
the absence of moths. It is the presence of 
oil in the cedar that counts. Naturally, this 
is in ratio to the quantity of the cedar wood, 
used for, Jining a chest or closet. 

The oil of cedar is given off in the form of 
a gas. Permeating and penetrating, this gas 
finds its way into the closest of fabrics which 
become the prey of moths and saturates them 
with the odor that is so repellant to the dis- 
tructive insect. It is a case of asphyxiation. 
The moth coming under the influence of the 
gas is destroyed. 

The breeding moth avoids a chest or 
closet that is pungent with the gas. If the 
volume of the cedar oil gas is not sufficient to 
discaqurage the adult moth it may yet be in 
sufficient strength to destroy the young moths, 
The Working out of all the details of the sub- 
ject will provide exact information as to moth 
through red cedar.

THE EVIL, 


Geneva conference closed without 
action for the suppression of the 
in drugs, with the American dele- 
gates firm in their stand for a world agree- 
ment, this country has been looked to. for 
moral leadership in the contest that has come 
so prominently to the fore during the last dec- 
ade, It ig therefore not: surprising to find 
Premier Mussolini ranging himself alongside 
the persons who have practical and scientific 
knowledge of the nature and extent of the 
drug peril and are bent upon fighting it. 
Various of the outstanding statesmen and 
rulers of Europe have gone on record with 
similar sentiments, although they have rot 
imitated Mussolini in his promise to come to 
the United States to attend the proposed world 
conference on the drug problem, 

The acts of bandits and bootleggers are 
often made more diabolical by drugs, through 
which addicts lose their. moral inhibitious, 
sense of fear, and respect for law. They per- 
petrate crimes of enormity with insane heed- 
lessness of consequences. The chief of the 
bureau of criminal investigation of New York 
has said that 50 to 75 per cent of crime is 
traceable to drugs. While statistics-vary, the 
opinion of experts is in agreement as to the 
range of drug addiction in America. The rec- 
ords of the New York workhouse show that 
the cost of treatment for 429 addicts, some of 
whom received treatment many times, amount- 
ed in the aggregate to $207,300. Here is an 
economie aspect of the devastating vice, whose 
victims swell the ranks of the dependent, the 
defective and the delinquent elasses of society 
to alarming proportions. 
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IS ENGLISH IN DANGER? 


Sir Richard Arthur Surteés Paget is nat- 
urally enough ‘proud of the language which 
prevails throughout the British Empire and 
elsewhere. He may be right ‘in claiming that 
English is the best language in the world, but 
the reason he assigns for that outstanding ex- 
cellence—‘‘because in it words are spoken in 
the order in which they occur in thought’— 
would apply with equal point and force to any 
modern analytic language like, say, French or 
Italian. 

Speaking at a meeting of the British Empire 
Chamber of Commerce, held in New York on 
Wednesday last, Sir Richard showed a laud- 
able desire to retain on its present high pin- 
nacle the language to which he gave such un- 
stinted praise. He notifed and deplored a 
tendency to develop many méanings for one 
word, and expressed the fear that, if that 
process were to continue without check, a time 
might come in the not too distant future when 
the present English-speaking nations would be 
unable to understand one another.

The frequency of intercourse, the 
diffusion of knowledge, and, especially, the 
multiplication of dictionaries are all factors 
making for common and easy intelligibility. 
Besides, attempts to regulate the spread and 
growth of a living language and to fix it in 
an unchanging and stereotyped form are fore- 
doomed to failure, Jonathan Swift, with all 
his ability and the great prestige he then en- 
joyed, put forward some such proposal in the 
days of Queen Anne, but even the magic of his 
name could not put it over and it fell as flat as 
the proverbial pancake. The growth of a liv- 
ing language is like running water—it can’t 
be stopped, and can only with eXtreme diffi- 
culty be regulated.

In view of this conviction, it is surprising to 
find that’ the Senate, which has many lawyers 
among its members, should have passed with- 
out a dissenting vote the Caraway bill designed 
to limit still further the power of Federal 
judges. The measure which the Arkansas 
senator has sponsored would. prevent any 
member of the Federal judiciary from express- 
ing his opinion as to the credibility of wit- 
nesses or the weight of evidence in his charge 
to the jury. The bill further provides that the 
charge on the question of law involved shall 
be made prior to the closing arguments of 
counsel. In addition to voting for the measure 
several of the Senate’s lawyers made speeches 
in behalf of the bill, in which they expressed 
the opinion that the injection of the jurists’ 
opinions in effect removed the right of trial by 
jury, 

Recent events have done far more to dis- 
credit the jury system than the Federal judi- 
ciary. What the Caraway bill proposes in sub- 
stance is, that regardless of the intricacies of 
a case, no assistance shall be given the jury 
in considering the evidence other than that 
which it may gain from the necessarily parti- 
san remarks of counsel. It would deprive the 
Federal judicial system of the knowledge and 
experience which members of the bench have 
gained through long years of training to dis- 
tinguish between what is false and true, what 
is important and immaterial, germane and 
irrelevant. This bill would benefit the lawyers, 
but it is questionable whether it would serve 
justice or the common good. 

American jurisprudence has gone a long 
way from English procedure and gained but 
little. There the judge has almost arbitrary 
powers. He advises the jury with respect to 
the entire case, so that very often that body of 
the accused man’s peers does nothing more 
than the bench has instructed and directed it 
to do, Enactment of the Caraway bill would 
make the Federal judres of the United States 
nothing more than referees, with no power 
whatever to further the ends of justice.

MIXED TEAMS 
BANNED BY 
ARMY 


OfMfcers and Enlisted 
Not Permitted on 
Same Teams. 


O mixed teams of officers and en- 
listed men will be permitted in 
interservice games by a draft of 
Army regulations now being prepared 
at direction of Secretary of War Davis. 

They state that at general and spe- 
clal service schools, officer teams or 
mixed teams of officers and enlisted 
men may be authorized by command- 
ing officers, and such teams may be 
used in games with colleges, civilian 
and other service school teams, but will 
not be used to play interservice games 
with the Navy, Marine Corps or games 
with any other Army teams. 

In order to encourage enlisted men to 
participate in athletics and sports, and 
the organization of enlisted men’s 
teams, the following will govern with 
reference to officers playing on ath- 
Ictis teams: 


“All footbll, |, baseball, basket- 
ball and soccer teams organized in 
the Army will normally be com- 
posed of enlisted men. No more 
‘han one officer will be permitted 
on any such team at any time in 
any game. This does not prohibit 
the formation of teams composed 
exclusively of officers for local, spe- 
clal or gala occasions of competi- 
tion with other officers’ teams.” 


The regulations provide in general 
that athletics for all is the objective of 


athletics in the Army; that all kinds of 
athletics be encouraged in every prac- 
tical way and that suitable assistance 
r* given cthletic officers in promotion 
of them. Mass games and group ath- 
letics, they state, should be developed 
to the highest degree. 

They recommend further that particl- 
pation of individual members of the 
Army as well as Army teams, in games 
and competitions conducted by civil- 
lan agencies, should be encouraged and 
that all officers shuuld take an active 
Interest in athletics and endeavor to 
develop athletic talent in order to bet- 
ter qualify themselves as instructors.

The Old Dominion juckey is a product 
of the country about Middleburg, Va., 
located in the heart of the greatest fox- 
hunting section in all the world.

The yelping of the dogs and the 
clatter of the horses’ houfs was 
music te the cars of Russell and at 
the age of 10 he alsu took up the 
chase, riding with the best of them, 
behind the packs of the Pledmont 
and Middleburg Hunt Clubs. 


The call of the horse was too much 
for “Bob” and: in a short time he made 
hig way over to Berryville, Va, and 
applied for work at the now famous 


Audley Farms, owned by B. B. Jones, 
the Virginia sportsman. Kay Spence, 
the well known Kentucky horseman 
and trainer of the Audiecy string. took 
a great fancy to the little rider and 
gave him his first work about the farm 
exercising and galloping horses under 
the once famous rider, Harry Stutts, 
who is now on the ground. 

Russell took to the saddie like a 
Guck takes to water and Spence began 
to cast a mold which was to figure 
conspicuously in the future life of this 
boy, who is now one of the first-string 
jockeys of the Audley Farms Stable. 


“Bob” has a perfect seat in the 
saddic, a good pair of hands and 
can rate a horse as good as many 
veterans of the turf. His stretch 
riding ability is well known to 
racegoers and he has put many 
winners under the wire with a 
Drilliant drive, right at the finish. 


Under the wing of Spence. Russell. 
who is just 17 years of age and weighs 
only 94 pounds, has developed very 
fast and has all the earmarks of a 
truly great jockey.

Then the strips were | 
soaked in water and hammered into | 
one piece. When dried, the papyrus | 
formed a sort of paper of a pale yellow 
color. Our modern word “paper” comes 
from “papyrus.” 

The pen which the scribe used was 
@ reed cut at one end into a sharp 
point. The sharp end was the “pen 
point.” 

The dark ink of the Egyptians was 
made by mixing water with soot taken 
from pots blackened while hanging over 
fires. Gummy juices from certa': 
plants were added to thicken the ink 
and make it hold to the paper. 

The writing on the roll of papyrus 
which I mentioned was about life of 
spirits or “doubles" after death. It de-

CHARGING “FRAME-UP,” 
DEMANDS SQUARE DEAL 


Police Board Must Be Chosen 
From Burlingame, Stott, 
Bean and Lord. 


Two score witnesses, including many 
policemen, it was learned yesterday, 
have been summoned to give defense 
testimony for Policeman Orville Staples, 
of the Third Precinct, when he goes 
on trial before the police trial board 
in the Sixth Precinct station house 
this morning at 9 o'clock. 

The police personnel of the trial 
board was undecided yesterday. Will- 
jam H. Wahly, Assistant Corporation 
Counsel is the only regular member of 
the board who will sit at, the trial. The 
other members are Capt. Ira Sheetz, 
of the Third Precinct, and Capt: Mar- 
tin Rielly, of the Sixth Precinct. 

The fact that Capt. Sheetz is Staples’ 
commanding officer automatically re- 
lieves him of sitting at the trial and 
Capt. Rielly is ill. TBhe other members 
of the board will be decided upon just 
before the trial begins, They will he 
chosen from Capts. Guy E. Burlingame, 
of the Second Precinct, William G. 
Stott, of the Fourteenth Precinct, 
Thaddeus Bean, of the First Precinct, 
and C. P. M. Lord, of the Thirteenth 
Precinct. 


“Frame-Up” Charged. 

To insure “a square 
given the accused policeman, Repre- 
sentative Thomas L. Blanton, of Texas, 
who defended Staples on the floor of 
the House of Representatives on Satur- 
day and charged that the accusations 
are a “frame-up,” has stated that he 
will attend the trial as a spectator and 
not as counsel for Staples. 

The charges against Staples resulted 
from an annonymous letter 
by police officials early in February. 
Seven affidavits resulted from a police 
investigation, which Inspector Louis J. 
Stoll and Inspector Henry G. Pratt 
conducted. 

The charges contain thirteen specifi- 
cations and range from accusations of 
Making false statements to a superior 
officer, bootlegging, failure to account 
for seized liquor, accepting money to 
refrain from prosecuting bootleggers 
and entering, without warrants, apart- 
ments of women. 

The charges range over a period from 
February, 1927, to February, 1928. The 
District officials, at the behest of the 
Commissioners, are taking extreme pre- 
cautions in preparing the case and will 
guard against any conduct that may 
be characterized as “persecution” of 

taples. 

However, police officials hold that all 
the charges are of a most grave nature 
and in the event of Staples’ conviction 
on any one of the charges, his dismissal 
from the police force will result. 

Staples has emphatically denied the 
accusations and charges that he was 
“framed.” He stated that he believed a 
“grudge” harbored against him by an- 
other policeman was partially responsi- 
ble for the accusations. Policeman 
Frederick Schenck, of the Third Pre- 
cinct, whose relations with Staples, po- 
lic® say, are unfriendly, probably will 
be a witness for the prosecution. 


Policeman Staples’ Brother 
Arrested in Sunday Raid 


Raiph Staples, 17 years old, 1532 
Thirty-third street northwest, brother 
of Policeman Orville Staples, who will 
face the Police Trial Board today, was 
arrested by police of the Sixth Precinct 
shortly before 5 e’clock yesterday morn- 
ing during a rald on the home of Mrs. 
Hulda Bamberger, 31 years old, of 411 
G street northwest. 

Ten other men and women were ar- 
rested. All were taken to the Sixth 
Precinct and charged with disorderly 
conduct. Young Staples was 
on $5 collateral posted by his brothe 
yesterday morning. 

Detective John F. Boxwell and Police- 
men G. E. Perry and C. Collins raided 
the premises following complaints of 
neighbors who declared they had been 
disturbed by strains of music furnished 
by a jazz orchestra. According to De- 
tective Boxwell, he had warned those 
arrested to “quiet down” several times 
during the early hours of yesterday 
morning, but his warnings were not 
complied with.

COLUMBIA 


After having witnessed her perform- 
ance in “The Enemy,” the screen adap- 
tation of the play of the same name 
by Channing Pollock current at the 
Columbia, 1 am tempted to list Lillian 
Gish as the first lady of the cinema— 


not in the delineation of the frivolous 
vivacities but in the depiction of those 
more poignant emotions that spring 
from the sterner of life’s tribulations 
and the more stark tragedies- we all 
may be called upon to face. I can 
think of no one in silent drama who 
can so eloquently express mental and 
physical anguish with so little effort 
as Miss Gish. 

~ “The Enemy.” which, incidentally, 
treats of hate as an abstract foe and 
not with an individualized source of 
conflict, deals principally with the de- 
vastating effects that hatred may have 
upon nations as well as upon persons. 
It. utilizes the great war as the su- 
preme example of a world scourged by 
hate and paints its picture powerfully 
and felentlessly, with constant em- 
phasis upon the horrors of armed con- 
flict and slight recourse to the lighter 
reliefs usually employed to ameliorate 
the somber spectacle of suffering. 
While the war furnishes the back- 
ground and the sum total of motivation 
in this study of the Austrian debacle 
of 1914-18, it may not reasonably be 
termed a “war picture.” The one scene 
on the fighting front does not, I dare 
say last'a’ minute, but into that min- 
ute packs the most fiendish of the 
modern devices of slaughter.
